Public Works Program 


Passes; Navy Gets Ships | 


Passage of the gigantic National In- 
dustrial Recovery bill carrying authori- 
zation for the expenditure of $3,600,000,- 
000 on public construction was completed 
this week and plans for its apportion- 
ment laid. 

Promptly, announcement was made 
funds will be granted for the construc- 
tion of 32 new naval vessels, as forecast 
in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL last 
week, together with 290 airplanes with 
which to equip them. 

Included in the measure is authoriza- 
tion for the President, in his discretion, 
to construct Naval vessels and “aircraft 
therefor” within the limits of the Lon- 
don treaty, heavier-than-aircraft and 
technical construction for the Army Air 
Corps and “such Army housing projects 
as the President may approve, and pro- 
vision of original equipment for the 
mechanization or motorization of such 
Army tactical units as he may desig- 
nate.” 

The bill provides however “that in the 
event of an international agreement for 
the further limitation of armament, to 
which the United States is signatory, the 
President is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to suspend, in whole or in part 
any such naval or military construction 
or mechanization and motorization of 
Army units.” 

Construction of dry docks also is au- 
thorized. but the conferees struck out 
the Senate amendment which would have 
authorized R. F. C. loans for the “con- 
structions of projects for housing of 
families of officers of the United States 
Army, Navy, and Marine Corps for arm- 
ories and memorial buildings.”

Service Pensions 

The Roosevelt compromise proposal 
relative to veterans compensation and 
pension which was adopted by Congress 
just prior to adjournament failed to 
make any provision for the widows of 
the regular services, the death of whose 
husbands was not the direct result of 
service during the Spanish or World 
War. 

Thus the unjust Roosevelt regulations 
continue to apply, and only action by 
the President, which is not expected, can 
correct them. In the case of widows 
Whose husbands were killed or died as a 
direct result of wounds or disease, the 
amendment adopted provides as follows: 

“In no event shall death compensation 
except by fraud, mistake, or misrepre- 
sentation, being paid to widows, children, 
and dependent parents of deceased 
World War Veterans under the World 
War Veterans Act of 1924, as amended, 
on March 20, 1933, be reduced or dis- 
continued, whether the death of the vet- 
eran on whose account compensation is 
heing paid was directly or presumptively 
connected with service.” 

Under the above an investigation can 
be made by the Veterans Bureau and 
Senators discussing it held that it would 
be an easy matter to cancel a pension 
entirely on the ground that its grant was 
a mistake. 

As to emergency officers the amend- 
ment provides that claims filed prior to 
March 20, 1928, may be adjudicated by 
The Veterans Administration on the 
proof and evidence received by the Vet- 
erans Administration prior to March 20. 
1925. and any person found entitled to 
the benefits claimed shall be paid such 
benefits in accordance with and in the 
amount provided by such prior laws. 
There is a proviso that the payments au-

The Marine Corps 

Members of the Roosevelt Reorganiza- 
tion Board considering amalgamation 
of the Marine Corps and Staff Corps 
with the Line of the Navy see little like- 
lihood of them completing their work 
within several weeks, July 1 being the 
earliest anyone would predict a report. 

While consolidation of the Marine 
Corps with the Line is one of the prob- 
lems being studied, officers at the De- 
partment, both the Marine Corps and 
Navy. are of the opinion that if the 
Board members hold the view possessed 
by the great majority of officers of both 
services, the Marines will be left as they 
are now. 

In the carrying out of the primary 
function of the Marines in war, provid- 
ing an expeditionary force to assist the 
Fleet in the capture and defense of out- 
lying naval bases, it is shown that this 
important phase of naval warfare can 
only be efficiently performed by a force 
which, while under the Navy Depart- 
ment and naval command, is a separate 
and distinct unit, trained for these spe- 
cial duties. 

An expeditionary force which must 
land, capture bases and hold them can- 
not be drawn from the crew of the ships 
of the Fleet, they declare. In the close

Reorganization Plans 
Hit Defense Functions 


Under the powers granted him by Con- 
gress, President Roosevelt this week is- 
sued and sent to Congress an executive 
order reorganizing governmental activ- 
ities. Certain portions of it, relating to 
procurement and disbursing, portend the 
destruction of basie principles of the Na- 
tional Defense organization by taking 
away from the War and Navy Depart- 
ments control of the important functions 
of procurement and supply—matters so 
intimately connected with the success or 
failure of wars that they are continually 
the subject of study and training in both 
arms of the service. 

These phases of the order were the 
subject of a solemn warning issued by 
Maj. Gen. Charles H. Martin, represen- 
tative from Oregon, who declared that 
they would destroy National Defense. 

The executive order threatens to 
transfer to a Proccrement Division of 
the Treasury Department all procure- 
ment, warehousing and distribution func- 
tions. Such functions are now exercised 
by the staff branches of the Navy, and 
in the Army by the Quartermaster Corps, 
Ordnance Department, Medical Depart- 
ment, Chemical Warfare Service, Signal 
Corps, Corps of Engineers, and to some 
extent by the Coast Artillery Corps. 

The centralizing of disbursing in the 
office of the disbursing clerk of the 
Treasury Department, if extended to the 
services, would remove this vital func- 
tion from the control of the Navy pay- 
master and from the Chief of Finance 
of the Army. 

Repeated studies made in the office of 
the Assistant Secretary of War, which 
office was created for the purpose of 
studying procurement planning, and 
which, quite apparently, was not con- 
sulted regarding the new set-up, have 
shown that the consolidation of procure- 
ment is not an economical arrangement 
nor does it further the interests of Na- 
tional Defense. Beyond a certain point, 
the increase in size of orders for sup- 
plies ceases to be an economy and by 
restricting the bidding to firms of suffi- 
cient capacity to fill such gigantie orders 
smaller firms are entirely shut out and 
competition thus narrowed. Taken to- 
gether with the suspension of the anti- 
trust law, such action would seem to be 
a distinct aid to the building up of mon- 
opolies. From the National Defense 
standpoint this would be exceedingly re- 
gretful in that it removes from the field 
many smaller concerns whose services 
in an emergency would fully justify the 
governmental orders that helped to keep 
them operating in peace times. 

Those portions of the executive or- 
der which appear to concern activities 
or interests of the Army, Navy or Ma- 
rine Corps follow: 

Procurement 

The function of determintion of policies 
and methods of procurement, warehousing, 
and distribution of property, facilities, struc- 
tures, improvements, machinery, equipment, 
stores, and supplies exercised by any agency 
is transferred to a Procurement Division in 
the Treasury Department, at the head of 
which shall be a Director of Procurement.

Addresses USMA Graduates 


General Douglas MacArthur, in a stir- 
ring speech Tuesday to the graduating 
class at fhe United States Military Acad- 
emy, declared that the security of the 
United States is imperiled by polities, 
pacifists and retrenchment in the Na- 
tional Defense program. 

“Pacific habits do not insure peace nor 
immunity from national insult or aggres- 
sion. Any nation that would keep its 
self-respect must keep alive its martial 
ardor and be prepared to defend itself.” 
the Chief of Staff said, adding that the 
“unabashed and unsound propaganda” of 
the peace cranks leads to “muddled 
thinking.” 

“As the necessity of National Defense 
is sacrificed in the name of economy, the 
United States presents a tempting spec- 
tacle. It is a spectacle which may ulti- 
mately lead to an alignment of the na- 
tions, which may lead to another World 
War, and that war would find a score of 
nations ready for the sack of America.” 

War is not on the wane, the General 
said, as is shown by history. “Every 
reasonable man knows that war is cruel 
and destructive. and yet very little of 
the fever of war will melt the veneer 
of our civilization.” 

Our Army, the General declared, is 
“solely for the preservation of peace.” 
but the weakening of it imperils that 


peace. 

The Chief of Staff warned against 
“retrenchment which cripples national 
defense.” Unless such moves in the 
name of economy be stopped. he de- 
clared, “if hard common sense is not 


substituted fer petty provincial politics” 
and if the unsound propaganda of peace 
cranks is not effectively fought. there is 
a possibility of another great war. 

“Today you bring to the army its an- 
nual increment of youth, vigor and for- 
titude.” he stated, “the things that make 
West Point the soul of the Army. 

“The military code that you perpetuate 
has come down to us from even before 
the age of knighthood and chivalry. It 
will stand the test of any code of ethics 
or philosophy.” 

“First and above all else I would com- 
mend tolerance.” he said. 

“Next. I would advise balance, and 
by that I mean a sense of proportion, an 
understanding of the classical dictum— 
‘Nothing to much.’ 

“Tolerance, balance, intelligence, cour- 
age—these four will carry you on: for 
you must go on, or you will go under. 

“A good soldier, whether he leads a 
platoon or an army is expected to look 
backward as well as forward, but he 
must think only forward. The next war 
will be won in the future, not in the 
past.” 

The General paid tribute to the men 











of the army who have gone on; men who 
“have met their God on the top of an 
enemy trench—gentlemen unafraid.” 

He concluded with: 

“Only those are fit to live 
not afraid to die. 

“Good luck, my dear young comrades- 
in-arms:; happy landings and God be 
with you.” 

At the conclusion of the General's 
speech the diplomas and commissions 
were presented by Secretary of War 
Dern. The appearance of Kenneth FE. 
Fields, the No. 1 man in the class, was 
the signal for rounds of applause. “I 
have been informed,” the Secretary said 
to him, “by the authorities of this insti- 
tution that you have made one of the 
most remarkable academic military and 
athletic records in the history of West 
Point.”

thorized should continue only to include 

June 20, 1933. 

The number of widows now receiving 
regular service (peace time) pensions 
whose pension will be cut is only 518 
inasmuch as the widows of junior offi- 
cers and enlisted men in that category 
are not reduced. It has heen suggested 
that those receiving pensions under the 
Spanish War provisions (now cut from 
$30 to $15) transfer from that category 
to the regular peace time pension which 
will raise them to $22, which while stiil 
$8.00 lower than their previous pension 
is $7.00 higher than they will get under 
the reduced schedule. Such transfer. 
we are informed, may be accomplished 
by applying to the Veterans Administra- 
tion. 

Mrs. Edith Nourse Rogers, fighting 
Congresswoman from Massachusetts, on 
June 10 called the House to task for 
permitting the repudiation of its debt to 
the dead. Recalling the action against 
sound currency as a repudiation of the 
debt to the living. Mrs. Rogers declared 
the President previously had given prom- 
ises and fooled the people and that they 
eannot expect him to keep his promises 
on the veterans and their widows. 

After asking and securing permission 
to reprint in the Congressional Record 
the article in the ARMY AND Navy Jorr- 
xau of June 3 and the editorial in the 








ARMY AND Navy Journar of June 10, 
Mrs. Rogers declared : 

“How can this House 
debt to the dead? 

“How would you like it if you went 
through months of disability thinking 
that at your death your widow would 
be paid $30 a month. if you could after 
your death, know when you would not 
be here to establish the service-connected 
nature of your disability that your wid- 
ow was cut to $15 a month? That is 
the case with some of the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War widows. Do you realize that 
certain widows of the officers of the 
peace-time Army whose husbands when 
they went into the service were prom- 
ised their widows would receive not less 
than $30 a month have been cut to $22 
and lower? The reforestation widows 
will be paid more and also the dependent 
widowers of the women who are em- 
ployed in the reforestation camps. A 
widow with two children would receive 
$45. A widow without dependents will be 
paid $30, which is 88 more than $22, and 
her children will be paid 75 cents a 
month more than will the children of 
peace-time widows.” 

The same day. in the Senate, Senator 
Capper called attention to the situation, 
saying: “The provision that pensions for 
widows and orphans are to be continued 
at the old rates is both wise and just. 
That provision alone justifies the fight 
the Senate made for justice and human- 
ity in carrying out the provisions of the 
Economy Act. 

“Mr. President. may I venture the hope 
that the Veterans’ Administration will 
exercise more humanity and fairness in 
interpreting the discretion still vested in 
it than it did in interpreting the pro- 
visions of the economy bill as _ first 

Again in the Senate. on July 13, Sena- 
tor David A. Reed, of Pennsylvania, 
brought up the deplorable situation re- 
garding widows’ pensions. The discus- 
sion at that time was as follows: 

Senator Reed: “Does the Senator re- 
alize that at the present time the widow 
of a brigadier general in the United 
States Army is paid a pension of $15 a 
month, under Executive order recently 
promulgated, while the widow of a Con- 
servation Corps recruit is paid $45 a 
month if he is killed in one of these 
camps?” 

Senator Dickinson: “The widow of 
the lowest-paid man would get $30 a 
month, under the compensation law.” 

Senator Reed. “And that is twitée as 
much as the widow of an Army officer 
who gave his life to his country's ser- 
vice would receive.” 

Senator Dickinson: “That is correct, 
and yet the Congress passed a law au- 
thorizing that be done, although I did 
not vote for it.”

Deny Furlough Power; 
Flight Pay Threatened 


The threat of half-pay furloughs for 
the Army, Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard was definitely dispelled this week 
when the conference committee on the 
disagreeing view points of the House 
and Senate bowed to the stand of the up- 
per legislative body and threw the pro- 
vision out of the Independent Offices bill. 

However, the same conference commit- 
tee agreed to grant the President drastic 
powers over the flight-pay of all fiying 
personnel of the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps. The committee set aside the Sen- 
ate provision which would have granted 
the President no discretionary power in 
the matter but would have limited flight 
pay to that received by a lieutenant col- 
onel in the Army and substituted the 
broad powers carried in the original 
House bill, but without the $1,440 maxi- 
mum carried in that bill. 

The flight-pay provision as agreed up- 
of is as follows: 

“Sec. 10. The President is authorized, 
in his discretion, to suspend the extra pay 
or reduce the rate of extra pay allowed to 
commissioned officers, warrant officers, and 
enlisted men of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, and Coast Guard while on flying 
duty, and to distinguish between degrees of 
hazard in various types of flying duty and 
make different rates of extra pay applicable 
thereto.” 

Defeat of the furlough power, while 
freely forecast in informed circles, came 
as a great relief to the services, whose 
morale, already considerably shattered 
by a harrowing season, would have been 
virtually gone had such a sword been 
permitted to swing over their heads in- 
definitely. 

The provision came to Congress origi- 
nally as a rider to the Independent of- 
fice estimates, recommended by Director 
of the Budget Douglas and approved by 
President Roosevelt. It would have giv- 
en the President power to furlough as 
many officers of the Army as he might 
have seen fit giving them only half pay 
and no allowances except travel to their 
homes. The House of Representatives 
favored the plan and even voted to ex- 
tend it to include officers of the Marine 
Corps, Public Health Service, Coast 
Guard and Coast and Geodetic Survey. 
In the Senate the Appropriations Com- 
mitte, after hearing Senator David A. 
Reed denounce the proposal, waivered, 
but after hearing Budget Director Doug- 
las give an impassioned plea for its adop- 
tion reported upon it favorably by a vote 
of 8 to 7. However, before the bill was 
taken up by the Senate, Senator Reed, 
the ranking republican on the Military 
Affairs Committee, and Senator Morris 
Sheppard, its democratic chairman, in 
a patriotic non-partisan movement, made 
& joint call upon the President. After 
explaining their deep concern in the fu- 
tire of National Defense and the terrible 
effect such furloughs would have upon it, 
the Senators were informed that the 


President had no personal interest in the 
furlough and that he would not be dis- 
appointed if it were left out. Word of 
this got around with the result that on 
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motion of Senator Byrnes, of South Car- 
olina, the Senate rejected the amend- 
ment without debate or a roll call vote. 

Lack of such furlough authority leaves 
no legal means of separating officers 
from the active list of the Army except 
the present call “B” laws and regular 
retirement laws. 


National Guard Bill Passed 

(Enactment into law this week of the 
bill creating the National Guard of the 
United States marks the attainment of 
an objective determined upon by the 
National Guard Association as far back 
as 1926. It is of great significance to the 
National Defense organization as is 
shown in the following authoritative de- 
seription of the law by one who has 
taken a leading part in securing its pas- 
sage.)

When President Roosevelt affixed his 
signature to H. R. 5645, the National 
Guard Bill, the draft feature of the pres- 
ent National Defense Act applicable to 
the National Guard was removed and in 
its place provision was made for the Na- 
tional Guard organizations to be used in 
an emergency as organized. This is a 
most constructive step and places the 
National Guard of the United States in 
a position where these volunteer soldiers 
will no longer be called upon to go 
through the obnoxious draft in order to 
serve the nation in case of an emer- 
gency declared by Congress. 

The primary purpose of the bill is to 
create the National Guard of the United 
States as a component of the Army of 
the United States, both in time of peace 
and in time of war, however, fully pre- 
serving to the states their right to con- 
trol the National Guard absolutely in 
time of peace under the Militia Clause of 
the Constitution. Not only does the bill 
provide that when an emergency shall 
have been declared by Congress the Pres- 
ident may order the National Guard or- 
ganizations and members into the Fed- 
eral service as such, but another inter- 
esting feature of the bill is the provision 
by which, when the Federal government 
no longer needs the services of these or- 
ganiaztions and members, they will be re- 
turned to their state status intact, as 
far as practicable. It is believed the 
changes in this section alone will go far 
toward assisting mobilization, will make 
for better administration and unity of 
command. and will make unnecessary 
the reorganization of the entire National 
Guard following a future emergency. 

Other sections of the bill make minor 
changes in the National Defense Act in 
order to conform to the principle sec- 
tion of the bill mentioned above. Some 
of these changes are: 

Section 2, equal representation on the 
General Staff with other components on 
all questions affecting those components. 

Section 3, National Guard Officers will 
no longer receive Federal appointments 
and commissions in the Officefs Reserve 
Corps: they will hereafter receive their 
Federal appointments and commissions 
in the National Guard of the United 
States. 

Section 6 provides that the organiza- 
tion of the National Guard shall be as 
prescribed for the Regular Army and 
that no change in allotment, branch or 
arm of units or organizations wholely 
within a single state will be made with- 
out the approval of the Governor of the 
state concerned. This feature is for the 
protection of the states and makes it im- 
possible for the War Department to ar- 
bitrarily change the allotment hereto- 
for made to a state. 

Section 9 definitely defines the Na- 
tional Guard and the National Guard of 
the United States and is designed to 
safecuard the interest of the states and 
their control over the National Guard 
when not in Federal service, which is 
done in the following language: “The 
National Guard means that portion of 
the organized militia of the several 
states. territories and the District of 
Columbia. active and inactive, Federally 
recognized as provided in this Act and 





organized, armed and equipped in whole 
or in part at Federal expense and ofli- 
cered and trained under Paragraph 16, 
Section 8, Article 1 of the Constitution 
(this is the Militia Clause of the Con- 
stitution). 

Section 14 adds a distinctly new fea- 
ture in that upon termination of service 
in the active National Guard an officer 
of the National Guard of the United 
States may, if he makes application 
therefor, remain in the National Guard 
of the United States in the same grade 
and branch of service. It is believed this 
provision will enable many available Na- 
tional Guard officers to continue availa- 
ble to the Federal government. 

Section 16 provides that the name of 
the Militia Bureau shall be changed to 
the National Guard Bureau and that the 
Chief of the National Guard Bureau 
shall be selected by the President and 
appointed by him from those National 
Guard officers who have attained at least 
the grade of Colonel and who are recom- 
mended by their respective Governors 
as suitable. In addition, not more than 
four other National Guard officers may 
be assigned to the National Guard Bu- 
reau for duty. 

An interesting provision in Section 18 
of the bill is the feature which permits 
enlisted men of the National Guard in 
time of peace to qualify as officers so 
that they will be available for war ex- 
pansion of the National Guard of the 
United States in time of emergency. 

Section 20 will do much toward plac- 
ing all officers of the Army of the United 
States upon an equal footing as it pro- 
vides in distinct language that in time 
of war all officers, including officers of 
the Regular Army, appointed to higher 
temporary grade and officers of the Na- 
tional Guard or of the Officers Reserve 
Corps who may receive promotion or be 
initially appointed and commissioned 
shall be appointed and commissioned in 
the Army of the United States, and this 
section grants the privilege to all emer- 
gency officers to be relieved from active 
Federal service in order to return to 
their civilian occupations within six 
months after the termination of war or 
emergency. 

It is the opinion of those who have 
carefully studied the amendments to the 
National Defense Act embodied in this 
bill that not only will the necessity for 
resorting to the draft be removed but 
that it is a most important step toward 
unity of command and solidifying the 
three components of the Army of the 
United States. 





Inequalities of Pay 

Senator Dickinson, Republican, of 
Iowa, took occasion on the floor of the 
Senate, June 13, to point out inequalities 
of pay between the Army and the C.C.C. 

His remarks and part of the colloquy 
that followed were: 

Senator Dickinson: “Mr. President, in 
view of the strenuousness of the lives 
of the members of the Civilian Conser- 
vation Corps, involving the necessity for 
radio, and for entertainment, and the 
necessity for athletic goods in order that 
they may entertain themselves, and in 
view of the further necessity that they 
must have magazines and libraries in 
every camp in the working out of the 
plan it is found that it is necessary to 
raise their pay; and so we find now an 
Executive order issued June 12, as fol- 
lows: 

“*As announced by Mr. Fechner the new 
regulations will provide that no more than 
5 per cent of the authorized strength of any 
civilian conservation corps company may be 
paid a cash allowance of $45 a month, while 
an additional 8 per cent may be paid a cash 
allowance of $36 a month. The previous reg- 
ulations provided for a flat cash allowance of 
$30 a month for each enrolled man. The new 
rate will go into effect on July 1 when 275,- 
000 members of the corps will be at work in 
forest camps.’ ” 

Senator Reed: “Does not the Senator 
think it is eminently just to pay these 
Civilian Conservation Corps recruits $45 
a month when the enlisted men in the 
Army are now getting the enormous pay 
of $18.75 a month, minus laundry? Does 
not the Senator think that these recruits 
must be worth about two and a half 
times what the soldiers are to be paid— 
two and a half times as much?” 

Senator Dickinson: “I want to reply 
by simply suggesting that it is another

abuse of the delegation of power. If we 
wanted to have reforestation camps, Con 
gress should have provided what the 
men should be paid, just as we provide 
what the soldiers in the Army and the 
sailors in the Navy shall be paid.” 

Senator Black: “I do not exactly un- 
derstand the Senator. Is the Senator 
complaining that the soldiers get too 
little, or that the $45 a month salary is 
too much?” 

Senator Dickinson: “I am_ simply 
pointing out the inequality. I am not 
going to undertake to fix the salaries in 
the Army or the Navy or anybody else’s 
salary. I am simply suggesting there is 
an inequality and that it is here because 
of the delegation of power.”

Commends Fire Controlman 

The Secretary of the Navy has com- 
mended John Donald Brewster, Fire 
Controlman third class, USN, attached 
to the Receiving Station, Washington, D. 
C., and has recommended him to the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury for the award of 
a Silver Life Saving Medal for his rescue 
of a woman from drowning in the Ana- 
costia River on February 23, 1933. 
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Purchase of C.C.C. Kits 

Recommendation that C. C. C. supplies 
be purchased by a “single agency of the 
Government possessing adequate experi- 
ence and organization" was made by the 
Senate Military Committee in reporting, 
June 12. on its investigation of the pur- 
chase of toilet kits by the Director of 
the Emergency Conservation Work. 

The Committee reported as follows: 

The Committee on Military Affairs sub- 
mits the following report, pursuant to Sen- 
ate Resolution 88, Seventy-Third Congress, 
first session, directing the said committee to 
investigate the negotiations between the Di- 
rector of Emergency Conservation Work and 
the BeVier Corporation and report the re- 
sults of the investigation to the Senate, to- 
gether with its recommendations: 

We find that these negotiations results in 
large purchases without advertising for com- 
petitive bids and on representations of a 
single salesman. We call attention to the 
danger inherent in such a situation and be- 
lieve that steps should be taken to prevent 
its recurrence. 

We recommend that in ¢ases of emergen- 
eles where there is not time for competitive 
bidding, or for any other reason such bid- 
ding would be impracticable, the Comptroller 
General be empowered and directed by Exec- 
utive order of the President to pass upon 
the reasonableness of the price proposed be- 
fore the contract becomes operative. 

We find no evidence in the record that 
would sustain a charge of corruption or im- 
proper motive on the part of anyone. How- 
ever, we find that lower prices could have 
been obtained for articles of a quality suffi- 
cient to meet all requirements, and that few- 
er articles would have served all practical 
purposes of the Civilian Conservation Corps. 
It is but justice to add that the prices paid 
for the particular articles purchased were 
not excessive. ; 

We recommend that the purchase of all 
supplies for the Civilian Conservation Corps 
be vested in a single agency of the Govern- 
ment possessing adequate experience and or- 
ganization. 

The final recommendation by its ref- 
erence to an agency “possessing adequate 
experience and organization” would seem 
to indicate that the committee is in 
favor of such purchases being made en- 
tirely by the War Department's agencies, 
inasmuch as any new agency created by 
the President under his executive order 
could not qualify under such a definition.

Army Mechanization 


In view of the provision in the ad- 
ministration’s public works bill author- 
izing the President to devote part of the 
$3,300,000,000 fund to the mechanization 
and motorization of Army tactical units, 
interest in that subject has been consid- 
erably heightened. 

It is known that plans for such pro- 
grams have been prepared by the War 
Department and could be put into execu- 
tion on short notice from the White 
House. It is also known that since the 
introduction of the bill additional study 
has been initiated on the subject with 
a view to keeping the programs up-to- 
date and of greatest benefit to National 
Defense as well as to the carrying out 
of the intent of the program in providing 
the greatest amount of employment in 
the industry. 


In his recent appearance before the 
House Military committee, General 
Douglas MacArthur, Chief of Staff, gave 
an interesting exposition of some phases 
of this problem. 

Speaking of tanks, the General said: 

“Our actual experience in the develop- 
ment of pilot models has been on the 
whole encouraging, though not without 
its bitter disappointments. 


“Immediately following the close of 
the World War the using services, then 
principally the Infantry, had much diffi- 
culty in settling upon the performance 
characteristics desired in a suitable In- 
fantry tank. Much study and discussion 
finally resulted in the production, by the 
Ordnance Department, of two so-called 
“medium tanks” (22 tons). The hope 
was that this type would constitute an 
all-purpose Infantry tank, combining the 
essential characteristics of both the 
“heavy” and “light” tanks employed dur- 
ing the World War. There was also 
procured the first model of the ‘Christie’ 
tank, a type featuring a convertible 
track and wheel chassis. 

“Until 1927 these were the only tanks 
of post-war design actually procured by 
the War Department, and their cost was 
extremely high because of the experi- 
mental nature of the project. During 
this period, however, the ideas of the 
using service reached a more definite 
focus, and attention was turned to the 
production of speedier vehicles of lesser 
tonnage. 

“Each experiment furnished valuable 
lessons, and succeeding models have 
gradually approached more nearly the 
type of vehicle considered necessary. 

“The first machine that gave sufficient 
promise to warrant more extended test 
than was possible in a pilot model was 
known as the T1E1. In 1928, 6 of these 
were procured. While infinitely better 
than the war-time models, they still fell 
short of what appeared to be minimum 
requirements, particularly in speed. 


“On the other hand, the Christie mod- 
els, although invariably speedy, were 
generally most unreliable mechanically. 
Because of its speed this particular tank, 
probably more than any other, was re- 
sponsible for awakening the Cavalry to 
the possibility of supplanting the horse 
in some of its units with fighting ma- 
chines. Mechanical defects were parti- 
ally overcome, and eventually it was 
determined to procure a_ reasonable 
quantity for thorough test. Seven of 
these were acquired during the fiscal 
year 1932 and are being tested by both 
the Infantry and the Cavalry. Prelimin- 
ary reports indicate that mechanical de- 
fects are still such as to bar the adop- 
tion of these machines as standard 
equipment, but hope exists that improved 
models may yet prove satisfactory. Five 
additional machines of the convertible 
wheel and track type are now being 
procured. 

“In armored cars our development has 
been more satisfactory, the engineering 
problems involved being generally less 
difficult of solution. Since 1928, 31 of 
these have been procured, the latest 
model, of which we now have 20, giving 
every indication of its suitability. 





“It is obvious that for some years to 
come, at least, there cannot possibly be 
available in the initial stages of any 
great emergency large units completely 
equipped with the most modern types of 
fighting vehicles. But the Army’s mis- 
sion requires its readiness for defense 
under conditions of the moment. It 
must be prepared to utilize existing 
means at the same time that it strives 
to develop more efficient means to ac- 
complish the defeat of the enemy. Far- 
reaching changes, such as that implied 
in mechanization, are subject to many 
delays, errors, setbacks, and discourage- 
ments. Commanders and staffs must, 
therefore, visualize early operations in 
which only a very few mechanized units 
will be on hand and develop methods 
that will be effective in spite of this 
shortage at the same time that tactics 
are evolved for the employment of ma- 
chines when they have become available 
in quantity. 3 

“This brings up the important question 
of providing for the speediest possible 
production by commercial concerns of 
tanks and other types of armored ve- 
hicles in emergency. The prearrange- 
ments involved are intricate in nature. 
Plans must be revised continuously to 
conform to changing conditions in in- 
dustry and to further improvements in 
approved types. In spite of difficulties 
definite progress in this direction has 
been realized. 

“The supply branches, working under 
the supervision of the Assistant Secre- 
tary of War, are making every prac- 
ticable preparation. As a result it is 
now possible to predict that, in any 
emergency involving a major mobiliza- 
tion, tanks will reach quantity produc- 
tion in approximately 12 months. While 
this estimate may eventually be some- 
what reduced, it is certain that an ap 
preciable length of time will always be 
required for the conversion of manufac- 
turing plants from peace-time activity 
to production of this character.

Longevity for VC Officers 

The Senate on Saturday, June 19 
passed the bill, S. 1286, providing, “Tha 
for the purposes of promotion, longevity 
pay, and retirement there shall be cred. 
ited to officers of the Veterinary Corps 
and former officers of the Veterinary 
Corps now on the retired list, all ful. 
time service rendered by them as veter. 
inarians in the Quartermaster Depart. 
ment, Cavalry, or Field Artillery.” 

Senator Sheppard, chairman of the 
Military committee, explained that “this 
bill applies to about 13 officers and for. 
mer officers of the Veterinary Corps. It 
allows these officers to count prior ser. 
vice in the Quartermaster Corps in the 
matter of longevity and retirement pay. 
All the other veterinary officers who had 
prior service in the Infantry, Cavalry, 
or Artillery are permitted to count that 
service for these purposes; and this bill 
puts the 13 officers I have mentioned on 
an equal basis with the others.”

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Navy Yards—Their Functions 

and Importance 

By CAPT. E. G. KINTNER, USN 

HE important part played by our 

Navy yards in the arrangements for 
National defense is fully appreciated by 
very few of our people. This is a dan- 
gerous situation, as it might result from 
lack of understanding that the Navy 
yards would be so weakened as to seri- 
ously affect the National defense. For 
that reason the following information 
is given: 

“The shore establishment exists for 
the service of the Fleet and its exist- 
ence and efficient operation are essen- 
tial to the very being of the Fleet, both 
in war and in ensuring material readi- 
ness during peace. 

“War on the sea is conducted by float- 
ing Naval forces, but they draw their 
sustenance from bases. The periodic re- 
turn of units of the Fleet to the bases 
is inevitable. The service rendered by 
the bases must be highly efficient, as the 
issue of the sea campaign may depend 
eupon the complete readiness of the Fleet 
to keep the sea.” 

“The Nation should not be allowed to 
rest secure in the belief that an ade- 
quate Naval defense is had in vessels 
only, even though it consist of a well- 
rounded Navy, but it should know that 
without adequate bases the Fleet can- 
not live. 

“As the successful operation of the 
Fleet is dependent upon adequate shore 
bases and stations, the development of 
which is second in importance only to 
the development of the Fleet, the de- 
velopment of the shore establishment 
must be carried out on a definite pro- 
gram to complete all essential bases and 
stations in a given number of years.” 

The above quotations are taken from 
the report of a special board on shore 
establishments. This board consisted 
of seven officers of long and varied ex- 
perience. 

The ships of the Fleet must have pe- 
riodic repair of their machinery and of 
their hulls and other parts to make 
good the loss resulting from use and 
exposure to the hard service on the 
high seas, as well as to be periodically 
placed in dry dock for the removal of 
barnacles and other marine growths 
which would greatly retard their speed 
or increase the power to make a certain 
speed. In addition to which it is neces- 
sary to make new installations on the 
vessels in order that they may be 
equipped with the latest developments 
of science and kept at least equal in this 
respect to the vessels of foreign navies. 
These matters can best be attended to 
in a Government Navy yard, where the 
personnel of officers and civilians is 
thoroughly familiar with such problems 
and with the procedure required to carry 
on the work with the least delay and 
in accordance with the desires of the 
Navy Department as to exactly what is 
to be done. 

The Navy yards construct a number 
of the new vessels for the Fleet and 
by this the Department has a check as 
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to what the proper costs for construct- 
ing such vessels should be. 

The Navy yards manufacture articles 
which are required by the vessels of 
the Fleet for replacement of other arti- 
cles, either worn out or damaged in ser- 
vice. This is of importance because of 
the speed with which such articles can 
be furnished when needed, as the plans, 
patterns and other information in con- 
nection with their manufacture are on 
hand. The Navy yards also conduct 
tests and develop new apparatus for 
use aboard vessels of the Fleet and in 
this way contribute continually to the 
improvement of the ships. 

Experience in war time has shown the 
enormous load that falls upon such 
plants at the outbreak of hostilities, and 
It is far beyond the capacity of Naval 
and private plants combined. For the 
above reasons all citizens of this coun- 
try should be actively interested to see 
that our Navy yards are kept in a state 
of preparedness, ready to perform their 
function, as the issue of a war may de- 
pend upon their ability to keep the ves- 
sels of the Fleet in constant readiness 
for action. 





The Marine Corps 
(Continued from First Page) 
confines of a man-of-war there is no 
room for men who have no necessary 
function aboard ship, nor could person- 
nel who have necessary functions aboard 
ship be withdrawn from the vessels and 
left behind to defend a base when the 

Fleet sails into action. 

The danger of reduction of the power 
of the Fleet must also be considered from 
another point of view. The force with- 
drawn from the service of the ships 
would be exposed to arduous conditions 
causing much sickness and would un- 
doubtedly when in contact with the 
enemy have many losses from battle 
casualties. Upon the return to the ships 
the crews would therefore be very ma- 
terially reduced, with a rsulting loss of 
power of attack on the part of the ships 
unless some source of replacement should 
be provided. 

Still another point of view in this re- 
spect is that of the impossibility of re- 
placing any considerable proportion of 
the highly trained members of the crew 
of a battleship without a serious loss 
of team work. The duties performed by 
the sailors are mechanical and require 
long training for the production of sat- 
isfactory efficiency. In addition, a great 
part of the efficiency of the crew of a 
battleship is in its coordinated work, 
which requires that each man be perfect 
in the performance of the movements of 
his particular station in relation to those 
of other stations. While it might be 
possible, although difficult, to obtain men 
who had previously received the indi- 
vidual mechanical training and educa- 
tion necessary for the mechanical per- 
formance of ships’ duties, it would be 
impossible to induct these men into a 
highly trained crew without disorganiz- 
ing and disrupting to some degree the 
efficiency obtained from high coordina- 
tion. 

The Fleet, upon withdrawing from the 
base for the pursuit of major opera- 
tions, would necessarily withdraw its 
portions of its crews established on 
shore, and would thus leave the base 
without proper protection during its ab- 
sence. Obviously this could not be done 
without seriously hazarding the security 
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of the base upon which the Fleet relies 
for its reserve supplies. 

These considerations demonstrate con- 
clusively that it will be impossible to fur- 
nish landing parties and garrisons for 
the establishment of advance bases from 
the fighting vessels of the Fleet itself. 
It is apparent that if such activities are 
to be carried on, a separate force, trained 
and equipped for special service must be 
provided, and the answer is the Marine 
Corps maintained as at present, as a 
separate and integral service under the 
Secretary of the Navy.

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Akron Committee Reports 

After having submitted its report rec- 
ommending the replacement of the Akron 
and the encouragement of officers special- 
izing in aircraft, the special Joint Con- 
gressional Committee investigating light- 
er-than-aircraft on Wednesday, June 14, 
unexpectedly presented Congress with a 
supplemental report declaring in no un- 
certain language that the Navy must 
correct its “mistaken policy” of rotating 
air personnel to sea duty. 

The report asserted that if such action 
is not taken by the next session of Con- 
cress, in January, legislation to make 
the Navy “correct” the situation should 
be enacted “including probably such pro- 
yisions as the creation of a Navy Air 
Corps.” 

At his conference with newspapermen 
Thursday, Secretary Swanson was asked 
with reference to the committee’s report 
regarding the transferring of air officers 
to sea duty, whether or not the Depart- 
ment contemplates any change in policy. 

Mr. Swanson replied that “Admiral 
King has been surveying the whole mat- 
ter since he has been here but I don’t 
think there will be any change.” 

In its supplemental report, which was 
signed by all members of the committee 
except Senator King (Democrat) of 
Utah, and Senator Johnson (Republi- 
can) of California, the committee said 
that the naval court of inquiry’s investi- 
gation into the Akron crash “was lacking 
in thoroughness.” The committee 
charged that lack of experience and 
knowledge of weather conditions “con- 
tributed largely to the disaster,” and 
that “had there been more experience 
and better trained men in command of 
the Akron the disaster probably would 
not have occurred.” 

“We feel bound to warn the Navy De- 
partment against following the same 
mistaken policy in the management of 
the Macon (new Navy airship) that con- 
tributed to the disaster to the Akron, 
so that every safeguard should surround 
the operation of the Macon,” the com- 
mittee stated. 

“It is our opinion that in case the 
Navy Department has not corrected this 
situation before the convening of the 
next session of Congress that it will be 
necessary to enact further legislation 
seeking safe operation of aircraft, in- 
cluding probably such provisions as the 
creation of a Navy Air Corps.” 

The committee called attention to the 
need of experienced personnel in manag- 
ing “the experimental and highly special- 
ized airship.” 

“The Navy Department has not oper- 
ated its air service in compliance with 
the spirit * * * of the act entitled ‘an 


act to authorize the construction and 
procurement of aircraft and aircraft 
equipment in the Navy and Marine 


Corps, and to adjust and define the sta- 
tus of the operating personnel in con- 
nection therewith,’ * * * and this fact 
contributed to the loss of the Akron.” 

In its supplementary report, the com- 
mittee set forth four points recommend- 
ed for “energetic study” by the Navy: 

1. Equipment of training ships with 
duplicate controls to add to training of 
our officers. 

2. The use of stabilizers on airships. 
5. Means to determine the draft of 
airships under adverse weather condi- 
tions. 

4. Means to determine more accurate- 
ly the altitude of airships. 

Almost coincident with the publication 

of the committee's first report the Navy 
Department announced the transfer of 
Lt. Comdr. Herbert V. Wiley. USN, for- 
mer executive officer of the Akron, to 
the USS Cincinnati. Lt. Comdr. Charles 
E. Rosendahl, USN, is at present sta- 
tioned on the USS West Virginia. 
_ Recommendation that the Navy con- 
tinue the development of lighter-than-air 
Was made by the Joint Congressional 
Akron Committee in its first report filed 
a few days earlier. Replacement of the 
Akron, recommissioning of the Los An- 
eles to be used as a training ship, de- 
velopment of Lakehurst as a training 
center and encouragement of officers 
Specializing in airships were urged by 
the committee. 

Senator King. 


of Utah. chairman of 
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the committee, was not present at the 
meeting at which the report was unani- 
mously adopted, and has indicated that 
he is opposed to the recommendations. 
Members who signed the report are: 
Senators Walsh, Duffy and Kean, Repre- 
sentatives McSwain, Delaney, Harter, 
Hope and Andrew. 

The Navy court of inquiry was criti- 
cized in the report in the matter of the 
carrying of safety belts. 

“It is shown from the evidence as pre- 
viously stated that the safety regula- 
tions of the Navy Department relating 
to the carrying of safety belts were not 
obeyed. It is not only the duty of the 
Navy Department to prescribe full and 
adequate safety regulations for the oper- 
ation of airships, but also it is its duty 
to enforce these regulations. In this 
connection it is not understood how the 
Navy court of inquiry on the Akron dis- 
aster can sustain its finding No. 6 ‘at 
the time of take-off on April 3, 1933, 
the Akron was fully and properly manned 
and equipped in material, readiness for 
flight, and with no unauthorized persons 
on board.’ If the Navy Department 
orders require life belts to be aboard 
and they were not aboard the ship could 
not have been properly equipped.” 

The committee's recommendations 
which were those of its counsel, Henry 
Breckinridge, approved by the commit- 
tee, follow: 

“1. The proximate cause of the wreck 
of the Akron was the crash of the stern 
on the sea about 20 miles off Barnegat 
Light when in a swift vertical descent 
eaused by a vertical down current of 
air in the midst of a thunder and light- 
ning storm. There may have been other 
contributing causes. . 

“2. Responsibility of the crash was the 
navigation of the ship into the storm 
conditions when she was destroyed. 

“3. Rigid airships by past experience 
in the World War and by recent exer- 
cises of the fleet are found to have spe- 
cial actual utility on the scouting line 
of the fleet. Still in the development 
stage, there is a further potential utility 
to be developed only by experience. The 
rigid airship seems to have little utility 
in the operations of the Army. The allo- 
cation of airships to the Navy for de- 
velopment and operation is sound. 

“4. It is recommended that the Navy 
continue in the maintenance. develop- 
ment and operations of airships. 

“DS. It is recommended that the Naval 
Air Station at Lakehurst, N. J., be the 
center of training and a center of ex- 
periment; that a most experienced air- 
ship commander be assigned to its com- 
mand and that there be placed at his 
disposal experts in airship operation, 
aerology, radio and other fields of in- 
struction and research, and that free 
balloons and nonrigid airships be pro- 
vided for training. Administration of 
‘lighter than air’ by the Navy should 
insure continuity of personnel and ex- 
perience. Only fully trained officers of 
wide airship experience should be a pre- 
requisite for command of a ship of the 
Macon type operating with the fleet. Im- 
pediments to promotion of Navy officers 
should not be caused by their having 
specialized in the navigation of aircraft. 
Naturally, every officer seeks promotion 
and will avoid any course that may 
deter, postpone or prevent promotion. 
If Navy regulations as now administered 
discourage capable and ambitious young 
naval officers from continuous and zeal- 
ous study of and training with aircraft, 
then such regulations should be modi- 
fied or such administration should cease. 

“6. It is recommended that a training 
ship be promptly built and that a new 
airship should be built to replace the 
Akron, embodying such new develop- 
ments as experience may have shown 
to be desirable. This is in accord with 
the principle of the five year plan that 
contemplated the desirability of two air- 
ships operating with the fleet. In the 
meantime it is recommended that the 
Los Angeles be put back into commission 
for training and research pending the 
completion of a new training ship. 

“7 It is recommended that four gen- 
eral weather maps per diem be issued 
by the Weather Bureau instead of two 
as at present.” 





Virginia Decorates Gen. Pershing 
That the State of Virginia continues 
cognizant of the greatness of the service 
which General John J. Pershing ren- 
dered to his country in command of the 
A.E.F., was shown by a pleasing cere- 
mony which occurred on Wednesday in 
the General’s headquarters in the office 
of the Battle Monuments Commission. 
The Governor, John G. Pollard, in the 
presence of a representative company, 
conferred upon General Pershing the 
Virginia Distinguished Service Medal. 
Expressing the honor which he experi- 
enced in speaking for his state, Governor 
Pollard referred briefly to the flawless 
accomplishments of the A.E.F. comman- 
der, and after reading the citation placed 
the Decoration upon the General’s 
breast. The citation is as follows: 
“Resolved: In recognition of his lead- 
ership, ability and forcefulness, that the 
Virginia Distinguished Service Medal be 
and is hereby conferred upon America’s 
foremost soldier, General John J. Per- 
shing, the Commander of the American 
Expeditionary Forces during the World 
War, under whom Virginia’s troops were 
proud to serve in France and to contri- 
bute to the victory of the Allied Armies.” 


Standing at attention, General Per- 
shing listened to the glowing tribute 


paid him, and replied as follows: 

“It is a distinct honor to receive this 
decoration from the State of Virginia 
and especially to receive it at the hands 
of her distinguished Governor. 

“A martial spirit has been a charac- 
teristic of the people of Virginia from 
colonial days down to and including the 
World War. Not only has Virginia been 
the “Mother of Presidents,” but she has 


also been the mother of our greatest 
generals. In the proteetion of Virginia 
frontiers, George Washington attained 


the training that fitted him to become 
Comamnder-in-Chief of the American 
forces during the Revolution. From this 
great State sprang the military leader of 
the Confederacy. whose memory has be- 
come dear to all Americans. In the 
World War men from Virginia, as they 
have ever done, gave a splendid account 
of themselves on the battlefields of 
France. The history of the 29th and 
80th Divisions, in whose ranks Virgini- 
ans fought, is today the pride of our 
people. 

“To receive at your hands, Governor 
Pollard, this marked distinction fills me 
with emotion which I find it difficult to 
express. Please accept for yourself and 
for the people of your State my sincere 
thanks. This decoration will always be 
a reminder of the valor of the men of 
Virginia whom I had the honor to lead 
in Battle.”

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Coast Guard News 


A building program calling for the con- 
struction of cruising cutters, aircraft 
and improvement of shore stations was 
recommended to the Administration this 
week by Coast Guard Headquarters. 

The plan put forward by Admiral 
Hamlet has not been made public as yet 
but it is understood to include nine or 
ten cutters, five or six airplanes, and 
repair work at numerous shore activities. 
In the Industrial Recovery Act there is 
general authority given to the President 
to construct public works, and it has 
been determined at Headquarters that 
the service construction can be built un- 
der this authority. The program has 
been placed before the Federal Employ- 
ment Stabilization Board, which has’ 
charge of the public works plan. 

It is contemplated that the new cut- 
ters which would be built under the plan, 
would be larger and speedier than the 
cutters now operated by the Coast 
Guard. One feature of the plans for the 
new cutters calls for some of them to 
be equipped to carry one or more air- 
planes. It has long been recognized that 
the vessels should carry planes, as in 
certain types of duties, such as the ice 
patrol, it is considered that the use of 
planes would be invaluable, in that much 
wider areas could be covered. 

Some of the planes included in the 
program would be of small size, capable 
of being carried abroad a cutter. The 
others would be flying boats, similar to 
those now operated by the service. 

Plans for improvement of shore sta- 
tions include construction at the air sta- 
tions at Gloucester, Mass., and Cape 
May, N. J., it is understood. As unem- 
ployment relief is the motivating force 
behind the program, it is intended that 
repairs to buildings and grounds which 
will not involve the drafting of detailed 
plans will be made before any larger 
construction projects are let.

THB SPECIAL SESSION OF THE 73d CONGRESS will stand out in American 
history as the enactor of the most revolutionary legislation of any like meeting. 
It has vested extraordinary powers in the President, powers which he already has 
begun to exercise. Included in the limitless grant is authority for the Commander- 
in-Chief to do what he wills in the matter of National Defense. It is not too much 
to say that he can by stroke of a pen provide the United States with an Army, a 
Navy and an air force which will assure peace for the country, or by that same 
stroke so weaken the Nation as to leave it open to foreign attack. Under the 
Public Works Section of the Industrial bill he may, as Senator Reed observed, 
buy anything from a jew’s harp to a ferryboat, and we will go farther and add 
anything from a cake of soap to a battleship. In pursuance of his authority, a 
naval program has been announced which by no means develops the Navy to the 
limit fixed by the London Treaty. That program calls for the construction of four 
10,000-ton 6-inch-gun cruisers which the British and Japanese Admiralties favor 
for our Fleet, but which American expert opinion would prefer supplanted by 
cruisers carrying 8-inch guns. Again. provision for additional personnel which 
these vessels will require has not been made; on the other hand officers of the 
Service have been transferred to the CCC, and a reduction in the enlisted personnel 
has been ordered. The Army expects to receive funds for technical equipment which 
will be exceedingly helpful, and both Services anticipate considerable strengthening 
in their air components. Action along these lines will be welcomed by the country, 
which has manifested in recent weeks its emphatic purpose to require an efficient 
National Defense. Mr. Roosevelt is human like the rest of us and naturally wants 
popular support. We take the liberty of suggesting that he can get it by recog- 
nizing realities, by appreciating that nothing tangible in the way of disarmament 
can be expected from the Geneva negotiations, by estimating the strength of the 
anti-American Bloc, which the Economic Conference has developed, and in the light 
of this intelligence making such provision for the Army, the Navy and the Marine 


Corps as to assure respect for American policies. 





CONGRESS HAVING FAILED TO RESTORE the pensions which the Presi- 
dent slashed under the authority of the Economy Act, we appeal to the Chief Execu- 
tive to change the regulations he approved and thereby do justice to the widows 
of the Services. The amount involved, less than $700,000, is insignificant, and 
dwindles to a pinpoint when compared with the ten billions of dollars in currency 
and bonds which the legislation of the extra session permits the President to dis- 
burse. Yet that small sum, if allowed by the President, would mean the continu- 
ance of the budget under which the recipients have been able to exist. We are told 
that Brigadier General Hines, Director of the Veterans Bureau, is in entire sympa- 
thy with the necessity of restoring the pre-economy law pensions. He should be. 
Having been an officer of the Regular Army, he knows that as part of the low 
pay accepted by the Services is the government obligation to pay a pension to the 
widows. That obligation applies particularly to the women whose husbands died 
prior to the enactment of the Economy law. To all who are interested in the 
maintenance of an efficient Army and Navy, we point out that the disregard of 
such an obligation by the government casts doubt upon the General policies of the 
Government and inevitably makes for lowered morale. 





IN SPITE OF THE REPRESENTATION being made to the President and 
the opposition which has developed in Congress, we see no prospect of any change 
in the executive orders consolidating procurement purchases under the Treasury 
Department. General Martin, in a speech in the House which we brief in another 
column, has described accurately the consequences in peace and war which will 
flow from the adoption of the system devised by the Budget Bureau. The close 
relationship between disbursement of funds and the procurement of supplies and 
their distribution has developed through the years as an integral necessity of Army 
and Navy administration, and the existing organization and decentralization are 
the direct result of World War experience. It is obvious, moreover, that in trans- 
ferring the duties now discharged by the Army and the Navy to a Procurement 
Division in the Treasury Department, it will be the Chief of that Division and not 
the Secretaries of War and Navy who really will administer the Services; for he 
who controls the purse strings is the real master. 





WE ARE HEARTILY IN AGREEMENT with President Roosevelt's action in 
authoriizng an increase in the allowances of the men engaged in reforestation 
work. Five per cent of a company will be paid $45 per month and 8 per cent $36 
per month. The fact that promotion to higher pay is available to a man who works 
hard and is sober and industrious will make for better morale and enable the 
development of a high state of discipline. We have repeatedly stated that the 
pay of the enlisted personnel of the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps is far 
below that due the men in the ranks. Added to their duties as soldiers is now the 
duty of making the Conservation Camps a success. Under the command of their 
officers, they will discharge their mission efficiently. The President cannot authorize 
for the soldiers the pay which is being given to the civilians in the camps, but we 
do believe it would be fair if he would take steps to rescind the 15 per cent cut 
imposed under the economy law. This would be but 2 per cent less than the total 
advance authorized for the campers. The effect of such action or the promise 
that it would be taken undoubtedly would help service morale. For weeks, the 
armed forces have been threatened with reduction. Officers and men have had 
no surety of continuance in their profession. The cut of 15 per cent in pay has 
been emphasized in the soldier and sailor mind by the much higher pay granted 
to the campers. Knowing how little is their own pay, the services naturally see 
no extravagance in the higher rates given to the forest recruits. But they do 


feel, and we are in entire accord with their view, that some concession should be 
made to them at least to the point of cancellation of the 15 per cent cut.

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The Army Budget—A great deal of encouragement has been engendered in Army 
circles by the announcement this week that R. O. T. C. and C. M. T. camps will 
be held this summer under the 1934 budget, particularly as it followed so promptly 
after the earlier announcement that there would be no reduction in regular per- 
sonnel. Too high hopes, however, should not be permitted to arise, for it is in- 
disputable that there will be severe slashes in other items of the War Department 
appropriations. The fact that the budget slashers have lost out in some of the 
major items, such as personnel, undoubtedly will lead them to intensify their efforts 
to reduce the rest of the budget. 

Then, too, sight should not be lost of the fact that although there will be 
Cc. M. T. C. training it will be far from the program that originally was con- 
templated or from the one that was held last year. R. O. T. C. youths will receive 
only four weeks training to start upon their career as reserve officers instead of 
the usual six weeks. There will be no basic C. M. T. C. camps, which normally 
form the largest part of that activity. Instead, such training will be limited to 
the greatest number of Red, White and Blue candidates (those who have had 
prior training) that each Corps Area commander can eke out of the funds allotted 
to him. The number to be trained in each corps area will depend upon the ingenuity 
of the Corps Commander in spreading his money thin. Instead of the $2,600,000 
that was available for the C. M. T. C. training last summer to train 37,500 candi- 
dates, the War Department will have available only $751,427 (28% of last year’s 
total), distributed among the Corps Areas as follows: First $49,160; Second, 
$104,692; Third $91,650; Fourth, $98,181; Fifth, $92,480; Sixth, $79,128: Seventh, 
$105,380; Kighth, $70,515; and Ninth, 60,241. The reduced funds will be pro- 
portioned to state and county quotas as far as practicable. This allotment of funds 
is based on holding no C. M. T. camps during the Summer of 1934 prior to July 
1, 1984, thus making all of the available money expendable this Summer. 

Through an error, it was announced in the JourRNAL last week that all except 
the First, Third, Fourth and Nine Corps Areas had cancelled R. O. T. C. train- 
ing for June of this year. This should have been reversed, the Corps Areas named 
having cancelled such training. However, it is said at the War Department that in 
view of the new decision regarding R. O. T. C. training these Corps Areas may re- 
consider the matter. e 6 . 
Navy Medical Corps Selection Board—<A Selection Board will convene on July 17, 
1933, to recommend two officers of the Medical Corps of the Navy for promotion to 
the rank of Rear Admiral in that Corps to fill vacancies which will result from

(MC), USN, as Recorder. 

Admiral Riggs and Admiral Dunbar are now on duty in the Bureau of Medi- 
cine and Surgery, Navy Department.

Admiral Standley to Take Over—Vice Adm. William H. Standley, USN, commander 
Battle Force, U. S. Fleet, will become Chief of Naval Operations with the rank of 
Admiral on July 1, 1933, it was revealed when orders to that effect were issued 
this week, The fact that he would be the new chief of operations was announced 
last April but at that time it was said that Admiral William V. Pratt, the present 
chief, would be held in the post until definite action is taken at the Disarmament 
Conference at Geneva. While no explanation was made as to the reason for the 
change at this time when there is no evidence at all of definite action at Geneva, 
it is generally believed that the L’resident and the Secretary felt that with the 
cuts under the economy program well agreed upon and the legislative situation 

cleared up until the next session, the time was propitious for the shift. 

Admiral Pratt, who reached the statutory retirement age of 64 on February 
28, 1933, probably now will be retired as of June 30. Admiral Pratt has said that 
after his retirement he proposes to return to his native Maine and “do some wood- 
chopping.” 

Admiral Standley is considered particularly well qualified for the new post. 
Born in Ukiah, Calif., Dec. 18, 1872, he was appointed to the Naval Academy from 
California in 1891. He was commissioned ensign July 1, 1897; promoted to lieutenant 
(junior grade) July 1, 1900, to lieutenant Noy. 7, 1902, lieutenant commander July 
1, 1908, to commander July 1, 1914, to captain (temporary) Oct. 15, 1917, to captain 
(permanent) Dec. 22, 1919, and to rear admiral Noy. 14, 1927. 

In the Spanish-American War Admiral Standley served on the USS Monterey 
and later the USS Alert, and in November, 1898, he was transferred to the USS 
Yorktown in the Asiatic Fleet. For his service during the Philippine Insurrection, 
he was awarded a letter of commendation by Secretary of the Navy Long. 

For his service during the World War, Admiral Standley was given a special 
letter of commendation with a silver star for: “highly meritorious service as As- 
sistant to Superintendent in charge of Buildings and Grounds and also as Com- 
mandant of Midshipmen for three months at the United States Naval Academy.” 

In 1919, Admiral Standley commanded the battleship Virginia and in 1920 at- 
tended the Naval War College. From 1921 to 1922, he served as Assistant to 
Chief of Staff, Pacific Fleet, and later served in the same capacity in the United 
States Fleet. He was on duty in charge of War Plans Division, Naval Operations, 
Navy Department, from 1923 to 1926, when he was ordered to command the battle- 
ship California. 

In 1927, he was appointed Director of Fleet Training ani later in 1927 was 
ordered te duty as Assistant Chief of Naval Operations, ind served in that 
capacity until September, 1930. He assumed command of Destroyer Squadrons, 
Battle Fleet, in October, 1930, and on December 16, 1931, became Commander 
Cruiser Divisions, Scouting Force, with additional duty as Commander Cruisers, 
U. S. Fleet, with the accompanying rank of Vice Admiral.

I ment of National Defense—Talk of reviving the oft repudiated Department 
of National Defense plan was rife in Washington this week following the issuance 
of President Roosevelt's executive order. Mr. Roosevelt made it known that this 
is merely a preliminary order and that more changes are to follow. 

Representative Tom Blanton, arch enemy of the Army and Navy and a leading 
Democrat, for one believes that such a move will be made. On Monday, June 12, 
following Representative Martin's firey denunciation of the executive order, Mr. 
Blanton told the House “I believe that before this year is over the President 
of the United States will consolidate the War Dpartment and the Navy Depart- 
ment into one department of national defense, with a unified Air Corps. and such 
action will easily save at least $100,000,000 annually. and will give us far more 
efficiency both in our Army and Navy. Yet you will remember that it was our major 
xeneral friend (Representative Martin) who was largely responsible for the defeat 
of this consolidation in the last Congress.” —

National Guard of the United States—Enactment into law of the bill creating the 
National Guard of the United States as a reserve component of the Army of the 
United States was completed this week with the passage of the bill by the Senate 
carrying three amendments, agreement to those amendments by the House and the 
signing of the bill by President Roosevelt. 

Steps are now being taken to carry out the provisions, which were outlined 
in the ARMY AND Navy JourNAL of June 10. 

The first of the Senate amendments, all of which were accepted by the House 
and incorporated in the final measure, added a provision that “The Chief of Stag 
shall exercise the same supervision and control of the reserve components of the 
Army of the United States as he does over the Regular Army.” 

Another amendment eliminated the provision applying to promotions in the 
Officers Reserve Corps that “in time of peace not less than three years’ service 
in a grade shall be a condition precedent to promotion.” 

The third amendment reduced the number of guard officers on duty in the 
National Guard Bureau from nine, as provided in the House bill, to four, making 
that section read, “The President may also order, with their consent, to active duty 
in the National Guard Bureau, not more than four officers who at the time of 
their initial assignments hold appointments in the National Guard of the United 


States.”

The Modified Operating Force Plan—Great disappointment is felt throughout the 
naval service over the modified 1934 operating force plan made public last week 
by the Department. Several weeks ago when Secretary Swanson announced that the 
rotation plan would be abandoned, it was believed that the dangerous policy of 
curtailing ‘raining activities had been dropped and that substantially the training 
program provided for by Congress in the appropriation bill would be carried out. 
No definite statement was given by the Administration that additional funds would 
be forthcoming for this purpose, but this was apparently the understanding at 
the Navy Department, for at the time, an official message was sent out to service 
to the effect that additional funds would be allowed the Navy to keep the present 
Fleet in full commission and to maintain the enlisted strengh at its present level, 
Now it appears that whatever assurances te this effect were given those in 
charge of the Navy, they are not to be kept. Instead of the rotation plan, re- 
quiring ships to be laid up for six months every two years, the modified plan 
contemplates vessels to be in navy yards three months every year. In addition to 
this period. in many cases the crews of vessels will have to put in additional 
weeks making repairs that formerly were made by navy yard workmen, due to the 
curtailment of funds for yard operations. While this feature of the modified plan 
is deplored by officers, it does not involve skeletonization of crews and is not 
considered by them to be as dangerous as the rotation plan. The other features 
of the plan are the matters which cause concern to the ranking officers of the 
Navy. who are charged with carrying the Fleet into action in an emergency. A 
properly prepared Fleet could be maintained, they contend, even operating on a 
nine month year, if during this period vessels were kept in action. It is found, 
however. that under the new plan “prescribed gunnery and engineering exercises 
will be reduced by the department to conform to reduced operating conditions.” 
The annual fleet problem will not be held. Steaming will be greatly reduced. The 
enlisted personnel will be cut to 77,000, causing a reduction of the complement of 
service vessels to about 75 per cent of their full strength. From the text of the 
order which went out to the service announcing the modified plan, the text of 
which was published in the JourNaAL last week, it seems that while some hope is 
held that additional money will be allowed by the Bureau of the Budget, it is a bit 
forlorn. “Anticipated increase in funds has not yet been made available and may 
not be forthcoming,” it was declared. and also “If additional funds are provided 
they will permit at the most for only 79,700 men and certain restricted operations 
not originally provided for vessels listed in rotating reserve.” The conclusion 
reached by many of the officers who have studied the new plan, is that it is little 
more than the rotation plan, under a different name.

Cc. C. C. Kits—All alone among the many who have criticized the purchase of 
toilet kits for the C.C.C., Representative Ross A. Collins, chairman of the sub- 
committee on War Department Appropriations and a dyed-in-the-wool opponent of 
the regular forces, this week used space in the Congressional Record to attempt to 
place the censure for the muddle upon the Army. 

Extracts from his “extension of remarks” 
Congressional Record on June 14 follow: 

“When the estimates of appropriations for the Military Establishment are 
considered at the forthcoming regular session of Congress, in my capacity as a 
member of the Appropriations Committee, I shall inquire very carefully into all 
phases of the Army's connection with emergency conservation work, particularly 
procurement transactions and material expenditures from Army stores and issues 
purchased out of emergency conservation work funds. I purpose, then, to find 
out why the Army was so persistent in pursuing a course—contrary to the im- 
pression which has gained widespread credence—that actually would have cost 
the Government more to supply toilet kits than it will under the BeVier contract. 
If any criticism or censure is justified. I am inclined to feel that it should be 
directed against the War Department. I do not like the Department's conduct in 
the matter at all. * * * 

“In the light of these facts I submit, there is absolutely no foundation for any- 
one to entertain any sort of doubt as to the reasonableness of the BeVier contract. 
It is so obviously to the advantage of the Government that it really seems foolish 
to dwell upon it. The record shows conclusively that it was costing more te 
supply the kits by purchasing the component articles separately than it will cost 
under the BeVier contract to supply complete kits with, in some instances, a better 
grade of article. This emphasizes the need of a change in Army procurement 
methods, which I have long condemned. There is a lack of procurement concentra- 
tion. Every Tom, Dick and Harry buys. The record shows that before the BeVier 
contract was made Army quartermasters all over the country were buying a quan- 
tity of this, that, or the other component of toilet kits. That was the course that 
actually was being pursued, instead of the Quartermaster General here at Wash- 
ington determining the entire needs and making one procurement contract in an 
orderly way. For example. some purchasing officers were paying as high as 6! 
cents for a safety razor and five blades, while others were buying the same articles 
for 36.49 cents. The high-grade razor in this kit, plus five blades, was sold for 2 
—_-** 

“It has been urged that the kits comprise more articles than those supplied 
enlisted men of the Regular Army upon first enlistment. This is not denied. The 
regular soldier gets a tooth brush, so-called, a shaving brush, a comb, and a safety 
razor and five blades. Whether or not a more complete outfit should be supplied is 
not the question here. In this connection, however, I might point out that the Army 
recruit upon first enlistment is given a $5 credit at the post exchange, which he 
might use to augment the toilet articles issued to him gratis. That $5 is as mucl 
as members of the Emergency Conservation Corps receive in the course of a month. 
all in excess of such sum being paid to their dependents.”

istment Bonus Off—Enlisted men of the regular army will take an- 
B gy the financial chin the 1st of July, when the reenlistment “bonus” is 
discontinued by order of the War Department. The reenlistment allowance of $75, 
paid by the government upon the reenlistment of an enlisted man following his 
honorable discharge from the military service, has gone by the boards in the 
fulfillment of the economy plan laid out by President Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

The allowance, which had assumed the proportions of a tradition among the 
“long-timers” in the service, has been in effect for the past fifteen years. It was 
considered in the nature of an inducement to the highly trained men of the 
service to remain with their organizations, and saved the government considerable 
time, expense and effort by retaining in the army the personnel that had been 
trained and disciplined, in place of filling their vacancies with raw recruits. 

The “bonus”, while not abolished by executive order, will not be paid for the 
simple and effective reason that no appropriation has been made for this pur- 
pose. This “eut”’, together with the possibility that the fifteen per cent salary cut 
now in effect on all members of the military service will be continued after July 1, 
makes the outlook of the army personnel for the fiscal year 1933-34, rather bleak.

Gardiner Retiring from League Presidency—William Howard Gardiner has deter- 
mined not to be a candidate for reelection as President of the Navy League. It 
has been understood for some time that Mr. Gardiner had no intention of con- 
tinuing as the head of the organization and would not be a candidate for reelec- 
tion. His interest in the League will not, however, abate as a result of his with- 
drawal from the executive office he has occupied. Reports are current that he will 
be elected as a Director, and in this way contribute to the effectiveness of the 
League. His term as President has been a stormy one, the clouds breaking when 
he assailed President Hoover for “abysmal ignorance” in connection with the Navy, 
and continuing as a result of dissatisfaction within the League regarding the poli- 
cies he advoeated. For some months the Washington office of the League has been 
under the able direction of Vice President Nathaniel Mead Hubbard, jr. Mr. Hub- 
bard’s activities have resulted in an increase in membership, in considerable pub- 
licity of value in informing the country regarding the Fleet, and in increasing the 
standing of the League. 
* * * 

Responsibility for the Akron—The report of the joint Congressional committee 
investigating the Akron crash and the future of lighter-than-aircraft came in for 
some severe criticism from Representative Boland, Democrat, of Pennsylvania, on 
the floor of the House June 13. It will be rememberd that Mr. Boland was a 
member of the Congressional committee that was present at Lakehurst in February 
of 1932 when that ship was damaged while taking her out of the hangar and that 
at that time Mr. Boland, who is a builder in private life, declared that from his 
experience he did not believe the ship would ever be the same again. 

“I have no eriticism to make of the Congrssional committee that investigated 
the disaster of the Akron,” Representative Boland said. “The committee worked 
hard and strenuously. through trying days and heard much testimony regarding the 
destruction of that airship. 

“I have no criticism to make except of one particular item that this committee 
has suggested to Congress in the criticism of the navigation of that ship. 

“They specifically state in their report No. 2 item that responsibility for the 
crashing of the airship in the storm conditions when she was destroyed. 

“I take exception to that particular report, because Commander McCord, who 
had charge of the ship on that day, was only doing his duty and died like a hero. 

“The ship, in my estimation, as I stated a year ago last February before the 
Naval Affairs Committee after the accident was out of alignment, was not true, 

and that was the reason for the destruction of the Akron. 

“And nothing has transpired since to disprove that theory that I have. That 
ship was jarred in every part of its framework. It was out of alignment and that 
is the reason, in my estimation, that that ship crashed. I still claim that the only 
Way the ship could have been put in perfect condition was to have it all torn down 
and rebuilt so that it would be true in every respect. The reason I am here tonight 
is to defend the honor of the commander of that ship. 

“He was acting in the line of duty, and that fact is certainly confirmed by 
the other fact that the Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, for whom I have the 
highest regard and always will have, was in the ship upon that fatal ride. Com- 
— McCord had 18 hours of flying experience before he took command of this 
snip. 

“It may be knowledge for the House to know that he had more flying experience 
when he took command of that ship than any previous commander of any airship 
that the United States has ever owned. So one can readily see that the ship was 
not in the hands of a novice, and it comes with ill grace from any committee of 
Congress to cast a stigma upon a record that was so clean. I hope that this Con- 
eress will make that committee expunge that part of the report, so that it may 
ta cast a reflection upon the immediate family of that great hero, Commander 
MeCord.”

Changes in Navy Regulations—Governors of states, the Chief Justice of the 
United States and the Assistant Secretaries of War and Navy have become more 
important in the eyes of Navy Regulations. Changes in the Regulations now being 
promulgated provide that Chapter 5, dealing with “Honors, Distinctions, Salutes 
and Ceremonies.” be amended so that the honors and ceremonies gone through on 
naval vessels and stations on the occasion of a visit of a state governor be excelled 
only hy those prescribed for the President, the President of a foreign Republic or 
4 foreign sovereign, the Member of a royal family, an ex-President of the United 
“tates and the Vice President. The Chief Justice is placed immediately below 
the Governors in the “honors and ceremonies list” and will receive the same cere- 
monies. Full dress uniform is prescribed in both cases, while the gun salutes are 
increased from 17 to 19 guns. The gun salute prescribed for the Assistant Secre- 
taries of War and Navy is increased from 15 to 17 guns. Another change of Regu- 
lations prescribes that the funeral escort for a deceased Assistant Secretary of the 
gee poe same as that laid down for an admiral instead of that prescribed for 
a vice admiral. 

; By General Order 234, effective immediately. the personal flag of the Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy will be the reverse of the Secretary's flag; that is, a white 
flag With blue stars and anchor. This was the flag of the Assistant Secretary up 
— : few years ago, when Assistant Secretary Jahncke changed his flag to red 
and w lite.

Trouble in Hawaii—Lincoln L. McCandless, delegate in Congress from Hawaii, in 
in attempt to clear the name of. his territory in connection with the stories 
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emanating from Hawaii as to “gang wars” between service personnel and natives, 
had inserted in the Appendix of the Congressional Record the following cable he 
received from Governor Judd: 

“Trial of civilians accused of assault and batter on two Army officers com- 
pleted this afternoon. Neither officer was able to identify any one of the defendants 
in court as having struck him. Neither officer was in uniform or wore any marks 
or insignia to show he was member of military service, and neither at any time by 
his own testimony stated to the civilians that he was such. There could have been 
no knowledge on the part of any defendants that either of the officers was con- 
nected with the military service. Judge Brooks, hearing the case, twice stated from 
the bench during the progress of the case that there is no evidence whatever to 
indicate any assault on Army personnel as such, and that the whole controversy 
was a spontaneous dispute over right of the civilians to park an automobile where 
they did, and resulted from that dispute. Boys had parked in a driveway while 
one of them went to visit friend in house in rear. Fight occurred when officers 
returned and challenged right to be parked there. Any report that one of officers 
thrown into canal is unfounded and malicious. 


“Altercation net near canal, but near small filled-in stream bed. Both officers 
testified under oath that they had been drinking within several hours of the fight, 
1 admitting might have had 4 and the other as much as 6 drinks of hard liquor 
plus beer afterward with sandwiches. Evidence insufficient to identify 5 of 6 
defendants as assailants. Companions of officers identified one only, who was 
found guilty assault and battery; fined $25. Case dismissed as to other defendants.” 


National Serew Thread Commission—In the executive order which President 
Roosevelt sent to Congress this week was included the abolition of a little known, 
but very important body,—the National Screw Thread Commission. Though, per- 
haps, not generally realized the activities of this commission are of vital concern 
to National Defense, for through its standardization of the screw threads for nuts, 
bolts and other machine material, it plays a vital part in the vast expansion of our 
production of war machinery in emergencies, particularly so in the matter of 
simplifying supply for all war machinery from gun carriages to airplanes. 

On the present commission are four representatives of the services. The War 
Department is represented by Mr. E. C. Peck, an outstanding engineer, who for- 
merly was a lieutenant colonel in the Army, and by Lt. Col. J. O. Johnson, Ord-Res., 
who is employed as an expert by the Ordnance Department. The Navy Department 
is represented by Comdr. Claude S. Gillette, USN, and by Lt. Comdr. John H. 
Buchanan, USN. The director of the bureau of standards is chairman and there 
are also representatives from the American Society of Mechanical Engineers and the 
Society of Automotive Engineers. 

Strange to say, although the work of the commission has been of inestimable 
value to every phase of American industry as well as to National Defense and has 
saved millions of dollars through standardization and elimination of waste, it has 
cost the government not one cent. Even the one hundred dollars it has available 
for stationery has been donated by the members of the commission. The civilian 
members serve without pay and the service members do the duty in addition to 
their other duties. Why the administration elected to abolish it as part of the 
reconstruction scheme remains a mystery unless its abolition, through its title

Army Work—The Chief of Staff has approved a revision of AR 35-6640 re- 
lating to lost, destroyed, damaged and unserviceable property. The revision was 
prepared by the Chief of Finance. It received the concurrence of all Chiefs of 
arms and services and The Inspector General. Approval was recommended by 
the Assistant Chief of Staff, G-4. One important change is that in future all 
unserviceable property will be submitted to either an inspector or a surveying officer 
but never to both. This provision does away with the necessity that now exists 
in certain cases of having an Inventory and Inspection report supplement a Report 


of Survey, will reduce paper work and prevent duplication of effort. 


Another 


saving in paper work under the new regulations will be the requirement that only 
one copy of supporting papers will be prepared to accompany reports of survey. 
Surveys are drawn up in triplicate but only the original will hereafter be accom- 
panied by supporting evidence. The revision of AR 35-6640 removes the limitation 
of $500 on reports of survey that can be approved by local commanders, but 
retains the provision for administrative review by Corps Area commanders and 


the Chief of Finance.

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Pay After July 1—Inasmuch as the executive order imposing the fifteen percent 
pay cut on the members of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps, was made applicable 


only up to July 1, 


1933, some speculation has arisen as to what steps may be 


taken when that period expires. It will be recalled that at the time the present 
fifteen per cent was imposed the cost of living index was alleged to have been 
more than 20 per cent below the six months of 1929 used as a comparable figure, 
so the maximum of fifteen per cent was applied. While it is not believed in in- 
formed circles that the cost of living has increased enough to bring the decrease 
since 1920 below the fifteen per cent, thus justifying less of a pay cut, it is also 
considered that there is “no telling” what the new administration of the Labor 


Department whieh controls the compilation of such statistics will do. 


It is the 


general belief that shortly after July 1 the President will issue another executive 
order extending the present pay cut for another six months.

Speaking of West Point, General Mac 
Arthur made a telling address to the 
graduates, one which should intensify 
public opinion against economy that is 
merely wasteful extravagance. Press 
comment has been so favorable as to 
demonstrate that the country is behind 
the Chief of Staff in his vigorous opposi- 
tion to any Army cut.

Secretary Swanson does not believe 
the Naval Observatory and the Hydro- 
graphic Office will be shifted to the Com- 
merce Department. This is important 
news. The Secretary deserves credit for 
putting an end to this mischievous pro- 
posal. — 

It is not true that the Asiatic Fleet is 
to be recalled and consolidated with Ad- 
miral Sellers’ foree. Vice Admiral Up- 
ham is preparing to go to the Far East 
and assume command there. He will 
render excellent service for the Navy 
and the country.

Some of the objection to the Procure- 
ment plan of the administration will be 
removed if officers of the Army and Navy 
be assigned to service with the Treasury 
division and given complete charge of 
all matters relating to disbursement and 
purchase. The plan is bad, and should 
be entirely abandoned, but if this is im- 
possible then competent service officers 
will help to make it workable.

OBITUARIES 


Regarding the death of Colonel North- 
ington, Brig. Gen, Edward L. Munson, 
Assistant Surgeon General of the Army, 
writes as follows: 

Col. Eugene C. Northington, of the 
Army Medical Corps, Retired, a bravest 
of soldiers, has gone to his reward. 

Others have faced the potential dan- 
gers of battle—but for brief spaces of 
time, supported by associates, under the 
stimulus of the tumult and shouting, and 
buoyed by the hope that death might 
pass them by. But Colonel Northington 
faced a creeping death, whose stealthy, 
inexorable approach permitted no escape. 
And he faced the end not only unflinch- 
ingly, but always cheerfully. 

A generation ago, when the Roentgen 
ray was a recent discovery, Dr. North- 
ington was one of the early pioneers in 
its study as to its applicability to suffer- 
ing humanity. Little was then known 
as to the possible benefits of this X-ray. 
Perhaps less was known as to its insidi- 
ous dangers that resulted from inade- 
quate protection—and to the latter Dr. 
Northington was one of the earliest vic- 
tims of the medical profession. 

More than twenty years ago, he and 
I served together. His hands, burned as 
if by fire, even then showed the develop- 
ment of cancerous nodules; which, to 
both of us as doctors, had only one sig- 
nificance—one ending. Yet he faced the 
future undaunted, without repining, and 
interested only in that what was left 
to him of life should be turned to the 
advantage of others. 

While he was retired for disability in 
1920, he sought for and received assign- 
ments to active duty in the teaching of 
the coming generations of young doctors 
in the Medical R. O. T. C., and in work 
with the recruiting service. Finally he 
eould do no more, and about a year ago 
he entered Letterman Hospital to wait 
for the end, setting a high standard of 
cheerful unselfishness to other less grave 
cases. 

During a term of many years, Colonel 
Northington underwent seventy-six sur- 
gical operations for the removal of suc- 





lost, and he became wholly dependent 
on the ministrations of others. Finally, 
growths extended through the body, and 
surgery could do no more. 

Colonel Northington was an officer of 
the Army Medical Corps for twenty-two 
years. He had many important assign- 
ments—having commanded Letterman 
Hospital, been surgeon at Fort Lewis, 
and, after retirement, been superinten- 
dent of the San Francisco Hospital. Al- 
ways he rose superior to his infirmities, 
and his reputation for efficiency was of 
the highest. Better than that, his un- 
failing fortitude challenged the admira- 
tion of his associates, and his cheerful, 
unselfish personality won the affection 
of all who knew him. 

The Army Medical Corps, and the 
medical profession at latge, may well be 
proud of the name of Colonel Northing- 
ton on its rosters. 

A medical martyr—he was also the 
bravest soldier I ever knew.

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The Merchant Marine 


(From the Marine News) 

Nineteen years ago we had but 17 
steamers flying the American flag that 
carried our exports and imports over the 
oceans, Atlantic and Pacific. Naturally 
the number of foreign ports they touched 
at were but few in number. They car- 
ried less than 9 per cent of our over-seas 
freight. Now we have 598 American Flag 
Service vessels, serving 733 foreign ports. 
They are carrying 34 per cent of our 
over-seas freight. All honor to the U. S. 
Shipping Board, the initiator of most of 
these services, and to the sponsors of the 
Jones-White Act, under the beneficent 
provisions of which such services could 
be maintained in spite of the extra costs 
of American built and American manned 
vessels. Here’s just’ what it means to be 
dependent on the ships of your trade 
competitors. Some years ago,—before the 
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war, a South American railway wanted 
to buy some locomotives. When the bids 
were opened a well-known American con- 
cern was the lowest bidder. The bids, 
however. were for delivery f.o.b. ports 
of Great Britain and the United States 
respectively. On the plea that the cost 
of delivery would be greater from the 
United States than from Great Britain 
the American concern lost the contract. 
That was when we had to depend upon 
foreign (generally British) ships for de- 
livery. The distance from New York to 
Buenos Aires is 5,871, and from Liver- 
pool it is 6,233 miles. Nevertheless the 
cost of delivery was less from Liverpool 
than from Atlantic Coast ports. No na- 
tion can hope to compete successfully in 
the markets of the world unless it con- 





trols its access to those markets. Never 
forget this. 
Financial Digest 
The Federal Reserve Board’s condi- 


tion statement of weekly reporting mem- 
ber banks in 90 leading cities on June 
7 shows increases for the week of $59,- 
000,000 in loans and investments, $65,- 
000,000 in net demand deposits and $12,- 
000,000 in reserve balances with Federal 
reserve banks, and decreases of $7,000,- 
000 in time deposits, $37,000,000 in Gov- 
ernment deposits and $16,000,000 in bor- 
rowings from Federal reserve banks. 

Loans on securities increased $42,000,- 
000 at reporting member banks in the 
New York district and $29,000,000 at all 
reporting banks. “All other” loans de- 
clined $12,000,000 in the New York dis- 
trict and $3,000,000 at all reporting 
banks, and increased $7,000,000 in the 
Boston district and $5,000,000 in the 
Chicago district. 

Holdings of United States Government 
securities increased $38,000,000 in the 
St. Louis district, $15,000,000 in the New 
York district and $65,000,000 at all re- 
porting member banks. Holdings of other 
securities declined $17,000,000 in the St. 
Louis district, $10,000,000 in the New 
York district and $32,000,000 at all re- 
porting banks. 

Borrowings of weekly reporting mem- 
ber banks from Federal reserve banks 
aggregated $60,000,000 on June 7, the 
principal change of the week being a 
decrease of $6,000,000 at the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Atlanta. 

Licensed member banks formerly in- 
cluded in the condition statement of 
member banks in 101 leading cities, but 
not now included in the weekly state- 
ment. had total loans and investments 
of $726,000,000 and net demand. time 
and Government deposits of $678,000,000 
on June 7, compared with $721,000.000 
and $677,,000.000, respectively, on May 
81. 





‘Ghose Gervies Lobby 

(Excerpts from an article by Former 
Congressman LaGuardia, of New York, 
reprinted from the Congressional Rec- 
ord.) 

Now, we come to the most peculiar 
and let me say the most effective form 
of lobbying in Washington. That lobby 
is not conducted by any private interest, 
but by two of the executive departments 
of the Government itself, that of the 
Army and Navy. It just cannot be 
beaten. The Navy had an effective lobby 
long before the Army even attempted to 
start its own in about 1920. I will not 
say that some of the complaints of the 
Army and Navy are not justified. For 
instance. the pay of the junior officers 
is wretchedly low. On the other hand, 
I will say that they invoke every pos- 
sible influence to prevent legislation they 
consider inimical to their own interests. 
At creating public opinion by the subtle 
use of propaganda, the Navy is a past 
master. There is nothing they will not 
do from moving an entire fleet a thou- 
sand miles for the purpose of a spectacu- 
lar entrance into a port at the time 
when legislation for additional ships is 
under consideration, to the turning over 
of the Naval Academy for the purpose 
of making a commercial film. Rest as- 
sured the Navy will get its message into 
that film while the company will take 





the profits from the box receipts. 

The Army and Navy will play prac- 
tical politics, too. A specific instance 
of politics might be seen in the consid- 
eration of the 1932 Army appropriation 
bill. Efforts were made to reduce the 
cost of the Army by eliminating a num- 
ber of superannuated and supernumerary 
officers. The Army put all of its re- 
sources to work and on a division vote 
in the House the amendment was de 
feated by a comparatively small margin. 
The entire Tammany delegation voted 
with the Army. Then, lo and behold, 
the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL said: 

“John F. Curry, the leader of Tammany 
Hall, paid a visit to Governors Island last 
week.

It was that policy 
which, observed by the members of the so- 
ciety’s delegation in Congress, defeated the 
destructive provisions by which Mr. Collins 
sought to hamstring national defense. To 
Mr. Curry and Tammany the country and 
the Army are heavily indebted.”

Brains and integrity! 

As if this were not enough, there ap- 
pears in the issue of July 16, 1932: 

“The power and independence and patriot- 
ism of that great organization known as 
“Tammany” were never better illustrated 
than in the matter of the officers’ cut. * * * 
It is possible to attribute this solidarity 
largely to the attitude of that brilliant 
leader, John F. Curry. * * * The Army is 
grateful to Mr. Curry and the Tammany 
representatives in the Senate and House.” 

This a few weeks after Judge Samuel 
Seabury submitted his report on the 
Tammany administration. 

But the Army’s appreciation of Tam- 
many is more than fulsome praise of 
this kind. Many were shocked when 
during a New York City mayorality cam- 
paign the Army once more came to the 
rescue of Tammany. Its candidate had 
no military record and was being op- 
posed by a veteran. So the Army imme- 
diately supplied the necessary military 
atmosphere. West Point was _ utilized 
for this purpose. The cadets were taken 
from their studies, placed in formatior 
in dress uniform. As the Tammany can- 
didate disembarked from a private yacht 
after a wild party up the Hudson, mov- 
ing-picture machines turned out thou- 
sands of feet of film as the cadets staged 
a review. The films were used for pol- 
itical purposes during that local cam- 
paign. That is not all. There is a small 
military contingent stationed at Gov- 
ernors Island. There are only 8 or 9 
civilians actually living on the island. 
Yet 172 actually registered and voted 
from there. It is clear then that the 
Army has gone into politics. In the 
election district in which Governors Is- 
land is located the returns show that in 
a municipal campaign in which Tam- 
many Hall was vitally concerned the 
Tammany candidate received 444 votes 
and the anti-Tammany candidate 26.

Macon Trials 

Secretary of the Navy Swanson an- 
nounced June 15 that the Macon trial 
board headed by Rear Adm. George C. 
Day. USN, had reported that the air- 
ship’s trial flights had been completed 
and recommended preliminary accept- 
ance of the airship subject to post trial 
inspection. 

The Macon completed her 48 hour test 
flight and docked at Akron, Ohio, at 8.37 
o’clock Wednesday night.

In respect of any kind of procurement, 

warehousing, or distribution for any agency 
the Procurement Division may, with the ap- 
proval of the President, (a) undertake the 
performance of such procurement, warehous- 
ing. or distribution itself, or (b) permit such 
eveney to perform such procurement, ware- 
housing, or distribution, or (c) entrust such 
performance to some other agency, or (d) 
avail itself in part of any of these recourses, 
according as it may deem desirable in the 
interest of economy and efficiency. When 
the Procurement Division has prescribed the 
manner of procurement, warehousing, or dis- 
tribution of anything, no agency shall there- 
after procure, warehouse, or distribute such 
thing in any manner other than so pre- 
seribed. 
; The execution of work now performed by 
the Corps of Engineers of the Army shall 
remain with said corps, subject to the re- 
sponsibilities herein vested in the Procure- 
ment Division. 

The Procurement Division shall also have 
control of all property, facilities, structures, 
machinery, equipment, stores, and supplies 
not necessary to the work of any agency; 
may have custody thereof or entrust custody 
to any other agency; and shall furnish the 
same to agencies as need therefor may arise. 


National Parks and Cemeteries 

All functions of administration of public 
buildings, reservations, national parks, na- 
tional monuments, and national cemeteries 
are consolidated in an office of national 
parks, buildings, and reservations in the De- 
partment of the Interior, at the head of 
which shall be a director of national parks, 
buildings, and reservations; except that 
where deemed desirable there may be ex- 
eluded from this provision any public build- 
ing or reservation which is chiefly employed 
as a facility in the work of a particular 
agency. This transfer and consolidation of 
functions shall include, among others, those 
of the National Park Service of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior and the national ceme- 
teries and parks of the War Department 
which are located within the continental lim- 
its of the United States. National cemeteries 
located in foreign countries shall be trans- 
ferred to the Department of State, and those 
located in insular possessions under the jur- 
isdiction of the War Department shall be 
administered by the Bureau of Insular Af- 
fairs of the War Department. 

Disbursement 

The function of disbursement of moneys of 
the United States exercised by any agency 
is transferred to the Treasury Department 
and, together with the Office of Disbursing 
Clerk of that Department, is consolidated 
in a Division of Disbursement, at the head 
of which shall be a Chief Disbursing Officer. 

The Division of Disbursement of the Treas- 
ury Department is authorized to establish 
local offices, or to delegate the exercise of 
its functions locally to officers or employees 
of other agencies, according as the interests 
of efficiency and economy may require. 

The Division of Disbursement shall dis- 
burse moneys only upon the certification of 
persons by law duly authorized to incur 
obligations upon behalf of the United States. 
he function of accountability for improper 
certification shall be transferred to such per- 
sons, and no disbursing officer shall be held 
accountable therefor. 

Shipping Board 

The functions of the United States Ship- 
ping Board including those over and in re- 
spect to the United States Shipping Board 
Merchant Fleet Corporation, are transferred 
to the Department of Commerce, and the 
United States Shipping Board is abolished. 

Apportionment of appropriations 

The functions of making, waiving, and 
modifying apportionments of appropriations 
are transferred to the Director of the Bureau 
of the Budget. 

Coordinating Service 

The Federal Coordinating Service is abol- 
ished. 

General Provisions 

Each agency all the functions of which 
are transferred to or consolidated with an- 
other agency is abolished. 

All personnel employed in connection with 
the work of an abolished agency or function 
disposed of shall be separated from the ser- 
vice of the United States, except that the 
head of any successor agency, subject to my 
approval, may, within a period of 4 months 
after transfer or consolidation, reappoint any 
of such personnel required for the work of 
the successor agency without reexamination 
or loss of Civil Service status. 

As a result of action by the Senate, 
the President will suspend executive or- 
ler transferring control of National 
Cemeteries from the War to the Interior 
Department. 

In discussing this on the floor. Senator 
Reed said: “Senators can imagine what 
preposterous confusion would result 
When they consider that no one is en- 
titled to be buried in those cemeteries 
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until the War Department has searched 
its records and found his military status, 


and when he is buried a military party ° 


of pallbearers and escort has to turn 
out for the funeral—and they average 
nine a day over here in Arlington— 
und then. when the headstone is put up 
the War Department has to prescribe 
what gees on it. The rank and service 
of the man. and all that, has to be put 
on it. Everything is done by the War 
Department, and it will have to continue 
to do it; and we shall get into the most 
terrible confusion if the Interior Depart- 
ment tries to administer it.” 

Senator Reed also said that he pro- 
poses to appeal to President Roosevelt 
to reconsider his action in regard to the 
military and Naval services. 

“I hope before leaving Washington,” 
Senator Reed announced, “to be able to 
make an appeal to the President to con- 
sider again his action in taking all of 
the military procurement from the Army 
and Navy Departments and putting it in 
the Treasury Department. 

“As we all learned to our cost in the 
last war, the purchasing authorities of 
the Army cannot be too closely tied to 
the combatant part of the Army. In 
military purchases the important thing 
is promptness and readiness to serve the 
combatant braneh. Economy, while al- 
ways important, is secondary to the effi- 
ciency of the purchasing department in 
ether respects. 

“It would make for great disorganiza- 
tion to endeavor to conduct a war with 
the Treasury doing all the purchasing 
for the Army and the Navy. In case of 


war, those purchasing powers would 
have to be put back into the military 
departments. 


“If this Executive order went into 
effect in its present form, it would mean 
that when war came and the transfer 
back to the military departments was 
made, there would be no trained per- 


sonnel there to assume this function 
again. From the military standpoint, 


with which the President is himself so 
experienced, and on which he is, I be- 
lieve, entirely sound, I think he himself 
will see that the transfer from those two 
departments is unwise.” 


General Martin Objects 
On Monday, June 12, after having had 
an opportunity to secure a copy of the 
executive order and read it over, Maj. 
Gen. Charles H. Martin, Representative 


from Oregon, secured the floor in the 
House and literally tore the order to 


pieces insofar as it concerns National 
Defense. 

“I want solemnly to warn you”, Gen- 
eral Martin declared, “as one who has 
followed the President all through his 
program in this House, one who has had 
40 years’ experience in the Army, that 
I believe that if this proposition goes 
through it will wreck the national de- 
fense of this country. I issue this solemn 
warning as the result of years of expe- 
rience in the Army, and I am going to 
give you some of the reasons why I 
think so. 

“The mission of the War Department 
is to insure the national defense. Its 
organization and operation must be alike 
in peace and war so that there will be 
no abrupt change in a crisis. It must be 
prepared upon the outbreak of war to 
expand tremendously in a minimum of 
time. No commercial organization has a 
problem comparable in any phase to this. 
There is no time to experiment and no 
place for divided responsibility. Any or- 
ganization or plan by which an agency 
outside the War Department is given au- 
thority over a function necessary in the 
performance of its assigned mission can 
have no other effect than to hinder oper- 
ations and jeopardize the successful out- 
come of a war and possibly the life of 
the Nation. 

“The Army must be prepared upon 
the outbreak of war to move its tactical 
organizations from their peace-time sta- 
tions to destinations not now known. 
At the same time new and vast stores 
of military supplies must be procured, 
stored. and transported to the field of 
operations. 

“At the end of the World War we 
tried this new Douglas idea of having 
one purchasing department for the Army 





alone, and it broke down completely. 
I say that this will break down. The 
danger is that it will break down when 
the very life of the Nation is involved. 

“T will say that in the purchase of coal 
or the purchase of potatoes, the purchase 
of staple articles, this new-fangled Doug- 
las operation might function, but when 
it comes to technical instruments, air- 
craft, munitions of war, other instru- 
ments of war, it will be a lamentable 
and an awful failure. The trouble is, 
it has been brought in by people who 
do not understand the matter.” 

Representative Cochran of Missouri 
asked: “Is it not reasonable to assume 
that Army officers will be appointed to 
make the purchases for the War De- 
partment?” 

General Martin replied: “No; I have 
no right to assume it. I want to say 
that if you carry this through you will 
get into more trouble than you got into 
in the veterans’ proposition. (Laughter. ) 

“The disbursing of funds must be 
closely allied to the purchasing function. 
Complete administrative and operative 
control over both the procurement of 
supplies and the prompt payment there- 
for is at all time a necessary and in- 
tegral part of the successful conduct of 
a war. The payment of soldiers must 
be made where they are located, and 
especially in war is it important that 
such disbursing be in the hands of the 
military officials. In many cases the duty 
of disbursing is merely incidental and 
additional to the troop duties of the 
officers engaged therein. In any event 
the centralizing of disbursing functions 
would not change the requirement out- 
lined above. 

“Also, the warehousing activities at 
Army posts are for the purpose of pro- 
viding tactical organizations with limited 
supplies to meet immediate needs. These 
units must be prepared to take the field 
at a moment's notice, and much of these 
local supplies must accompany them. To 
meet this requirement a close contact 
between the troops of the post and the 
local supply agencies is necessary. As a 
result of these requirements, the person- 
nel engaged in those activities is al- 
most without exception military and 
would remain so under any other practi- 
cable organization, centralized or decen- 
tralized. 

“The compelling reason for the main- 
tenance of a fiscal accounting and book- 
keeping system other than that required 
in connection with disbursing and col- 
lecting within the various echelons of 
the War Department, as in any other 
organization, is to provide responsible 
officials with the means of efficiently ad- 
ministering their assigned functions. 
Without adequate fiscal information the 
Secretary of War would be unable to 
distribute intelligently and control the 
expenditure of War Department funds, 
the chief of the obligating branch could 
not properly suballot and control the 
obligation of funds apportioned to him, 
nor would the obligating agent in the 
field be in a position to prevent the 
overobligation of amounts made avail- 
able for specific purposes. Such records 
are indispensable to efficient administra- 
tion, and should a centralized accounting 
system be superimposed on the existing 
departamental accounting structure it 
could relieve the latter of few of its 
present requirements, and would add ap- 
preciably to the overhead cost. 

“The organization of the Military Es- 
tablishment must be based upon efficien- 
ey in war. This necessitates that con- 
trol of all activities essential to its fun- 
tioning remain with the Military Estab- 
lishment. 

“Coordination of procurement by the 
Federal departments can best be ob- 
tained by an active interchange of in- 
formation among the procurement agen- 
cies in Washington of the departments, 
and the use of interdepartmental con- 
tracts or the purchase from other de- 
partments’ stocks whenever such actions 
are economiéal. An example of this is 
the current use by various departments 
of the Navy Department annual pur- 
chase contract for lubricating oils. 

“IT have just received the following 
telegram in regard to section 2 of the 
order: 
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Fredericksburg, Va., June 12, 1933. 
Hon. Charles H, Martin, 
House Office Building, Washington, D. C.: 
Press carries information that section 2 of 
President’s Executive order relating to re- 
organization of Government departments pro- 
vides for transfer of military parks and na- 
tional cemeteries from jurisdiction of War 
Department. This organization protests such 
transfer and is unalterably opposed thereto, 
due to the fact that the Army certainly 
should be allowed to care for its own dead 
and the hallowed ground on which they died. 
Virginia is more interested than any other 
State, due to the fact that by far the greater 
number of such parks and cemeteries are 
within its borders.

“But the crowning travesty is in sec- 
tion 16, where Congress is robbed of all 
authority in saying where the money it 
appropriates goes and the Director of 
the Budget runs the whole show. Why 
have a Congress at ail?’ 
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manders was as follows: 

“ROTC camps will be held. Duration 
will be limited to four weeks. You are 
authorized to make such adjustments as 
may be necessary under conditions of 
the prevailing emergency. The CMT 
camps will be held. They will be limited 
to those trainees who have completed at 
least the basic course. Expenditures 
will be cut to a minimum. Make such 
adjustments as may be necessary to 
meet prevailing conditions.

tails will be furnished later.” 


As to the balance of the Army’s funds, 
little is yet known. It is understood 
that as decisions are reached from time 
to time announcements will be made. 
There is not much hope for maintaining 
much beside money to pay, feed and 
clothe the Army. Training and research 
is quite likely to suffer severely. 

No decision has yet been reached re- 
garding the summer training or Armory 
drills of the National Guard.

regarding the funds that will be allotted 
to the Army for housing, mechanization 
and motorization. In view of the in- 
sistence of Representative Ross A. Col- 
lins, democratic chairman of the approp- 
riations subcommittee on Army approp- 
riations, that the Army be mechanized, 
one might look to him to come to the 
fore to secure funds for that purpose, 
but he has not yet been evident in any 
such move. The Army has a housing 
program to which funds might profitable 
be assigned to the benefit of the working 
man and the Army as well as represent- 
ing an economical move through doing 

necessary work at this period. 

The machinery for the conduct of the 
public works program already has been 
set up under Dictator-to-be Brig. Gen. 
Hugh 8S. Johnson, ORC, formerly of the 
Regular Army. Working with him are 
Col. George R. Spalding, CE, USA: Maj. 
Philip B. Fleming, CE, USA: Maj. Daniel 
Noce. CE, USA: Maj. Charles H. Cun- 
ningham, CE, USA: and 1st Lt. Edwin 
l’. Lock, jr. CE, USA, all of whom are 
assigned to the Office of the Chief of 
Staff but whose services are being lent 
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to the new set-up until their status shall 
be more definitely determined. 

It is understood that General Jolson 
in selecting these officers to help him 
proposes to lean heavily in his operations 
upon the experience of the Corps of En- 
gineers of the Army. As administrator 
of the public works section he has se- 
lected Colonel Spalding, who has been 
district engineer at St. Louis, while the 
other officers mentioned will assist him. 
Ss. M. DaBrul, of the General Motors 
Research Division, will serve in the Re- 
search section. 

Secretary of the Navy Swanson an- 
nounced that under the National Indus- 
trial Recovery Act funds to the amount 
of $238,000,000 would be available for 
the construction of 32 vessels and 39.- 
362.000 for the 290 airplanes with which 
to equip them.
